Funeral of the Dead Pilot this Afternoon

„Mrs. George Riley was somewhat better this 
morning and there is a chance of her recovery,” 
was the report which Dr. Brokaw, assistant sur- 
geon of St. John's Hospital, made this morning 
to a Post-DispaTcH reporter who called on him 
to Yearn the condition ot the victim of Pilot 
George Riley’s revolver. In such cases 
as her’s we would reckon the chances 
of recovery at about one in 500; this morn- 
ing the odds are somewhat more in the pa- 
tient’s favor, though of course the case is 


still a desperate one and if reeovery should be 
the result it would come only after a long and 
tedious Ulness. It seems almost miraculous that 
she escaped unmedlately fatal injury. One of the 
bullets which went through ner lung passed al- 
most directly over the heart and in close prox- 
imity to the aorta.

THE RISING RIVER, 


Two Steamers and Five Barges Float 
Off—Railroads Badiy Crippled. 

The river has been rising very rapidly during 
the past four or five days and a foot and seven 
inches of an increase has been recorded on the 
gauge since yesterday morning. During the wind 
last night the steamers Sidney Dillon and My 
Choice with five large grain barges were tort 
loose from a point just below the Work House. 
The whole outfit was found this morning oppo- 
site Carondelet, apparently aground, and efforts 
are being made to get ine boats out of tronbie, 
They are the property of the St. Louts and Mis- 
sissippi Valley Transportation Company, and it 
is thought no injury has been done to any of the 
ecratt. The cause assigned for the breaking 
away is the strong wind, but it is que probable 
the high water and swilt currrent Was the princt- 
pal cause. Experienced river men anticipate 
some very higu water in the present rise, but uo 
one appears to Know exactly Where much more 
water is to come from. It will take fully eight 
feet more of arise to do any great harm in this 
jinmediate vicinity, but the low lands between 
this point aud Cairo are in danger if there isa 
little addition to the present condition of the 
stream. At Cairo aud Belmont the wateris still 
steaaily rising, and the railroads coming into 
Bird's Point are cut off from turir cradles and a 
portion of the tracks are under water. At Bel- 
mont the Iron Mountain tracks are flooded and 
no traffic nas passed over them for severai days. 


TWO CYCLONES. 


Dreadful Loss of Life and Proper- 
ty in Kentucky. 

A Whole Town in Ruins—Hundreds of 
People Homeless and Out of Employ- 
ment—The Dead and Wounded—A Blow 
in South Carolina. 


LOUISVILLE, Kr., March 26.—The Courier- 
Journal’s London, Ky., special says: “A terrific 
cyclone, the severest ever Known in this section 
of the country, passed near this place and Pitts- 
burg, two miles north of London, about 4 0’clock 
yesterday evening,carrying death and desiruction 
in its train, especially at Pittsburg, where it was 
the severest. The Methodist Church was razed 
to the ground and much other property damaged. 
At Pittsburg John Hallman, a keman, was 
plown from a freight car and carrie. about fifty 
feet. lighting on his head in a creek, breaking his 
neck and causing instantaneous death.

WING MURDER TRIAL 


Essie Davis Gives Her Version of the 
Hiliing of Joe Glenn. 

The State rested its case in the trial of Albert 
Wingin the Criminal Court this morning after 
hearing the testimony of Dr. Yost, who loaned 
Wing money. Unexpectedly Essie Davis, the 
missiug Witness put man appearance, not having 
been out of town, and was called by the defense. 


She gave the following account, the first connect- 
ed statement made by her since the tragedy: 
“On Monday night April 2, Wing and Glenn 


called at Mrs. Roberts’ house and took me 
to Mrs. Prettyman’s house at 1125 Pine street 


where 1 intended to live with Wing. 
We went to the room together. We were talking 
about old times. I feit sieepy and unloosed my 
dress and asked Mr. Glenn what time it was. He 
Said it Was Lo’clock. lasked Mr. Wing if that 
was the best room we could get, and he said it 
was at present. LIasked the price, and he said $5 
A week, saying that Mr. Gienn was kiud enough 
to lend the money, which he would repay the 
nextday. Glenn said Lou needu't be in a hurry, 
You have often done as much forme.’ I made a 
motion to Wing to get Glenn to go. I was tired. 
Wing understood it, and said to Glenn: Let us 
Co and get a drink.“ Glenn said that be didn’t 
Want any, but that Wing might go and he 
would talk to me. Wing went aud Glenn began 
toundress. He took a pistol from his pocket 
whieh I recognized as Wing’s pistol. Il asked 
him about it and he said that he had loaned 
Wing $2 and taken the pistol. Glenn began to 
talk roughly tome. Ile cursed me. He said’ lt 
seems you have gone back on me for Bert?” I 
sald it Washo such thing. He began to curse 
and just then I heard a kuck at the@oor. Mr. 
Wing came iu. He asked Joe, “What does this 
mean?”

The shots 
were fired without intermission. Glenn let loose

The greatest 
danger to the city is a possibic break in the levee 
at or above Carroliton, where the embankments 
are very high and the difficulty of closing a 
breach would be great. Throngh such a crevasse 
the water would spread Gown upon the city with 
disastrous results. At Morgan City they are rats 
lag the floors in stores and houses to keep above 
the water. From Tensas parish, most of which 
is overflowed, steamboats are moving the people 
and stock to the hills. The river reached its high- 
est point from Baton Rouge down on Sunday, and 
through numerous crevasses is pouring upon the 
lowlands an inundating volume.

The 
troops bivouacked last night in an oblong rect- 
angle and slept in their accoutrements. Capt. 
Slade of the reconnoisance party galloped within 

yards of Tamanieb, but saw norebels. If 
Nuit is deserted it will be burned and the 
hops will at once return to Suakim. 


Canada. 

TORONTO, March 26.—At a meeting of the On- 
tario Branch of the Dominion Temperance All- 
ance last evening the committee to whom was 
referred the subject of the Scott act agitation 
reported that they believed the time had arrived 
for concerted agitation in the line of prohibition, 
and recommended that immediate action be 
taken by the ‘alliance to secure the passage of 
the Scott act in the twenty-nine counties in 
Ontario. The Alliance issues a circular in ac- 
cordance with this action, urging agitation for 
the suppression of the liquor traffic throughout 
the Dominion.

The resolution adopted by the Democratic 
caucus last night has no savor of coercion, 
nor even of hanghty dictation. It merely 
recommends action on the Morrison bill 
with a view to a union of the party and the 
passage of some bill reducing the taxes, and 
even this moderate expression was guarded 
by a declaration that its adoption is to be 
considered binding only so far as each mem- 
ber may feel that he ought to be influenced 
by the opinion of a majority of his party as- 
sociates. This was adopted by a vote of 114 
to 57—precisely two to one. 

Subsequently, by a vote of 88 to 57, another 
resolution was adopted proposing a repeal! 
of the tobacco taxes and a reduction of the 
fruit brandy tax to ten cents per gallon, if 
necessary to secure the passage of a tariff 
bill, and provided that such reduction shall 
be made only in connection with a tariff re- 
duction. 

There was no talk of reading anybody 
out of the party or of constraining any mem- 
ber to vote against the known wishes or sup- 
posed interests of his constituents, even by a 
two-thirds vote of the caucus. With a two- 
thirds vote on their side the tariff reformers 
made every Cencession that could be offered 
without absolutely surrendering to the mi- 
nority and agreeing with Mr. RANDALL that 
the tariff shall stand as it is until all other 
taxes are abolished. 

The New York Times and other Repub- 
lican advocates of tariff reform denounce this 
caucus action as a total surrender, but there 
is no reason to assume that it will fail to 
secure substantial harmony in the party and 
also the passage of some bill looking to a 
substantial reduction of war taxes. The 
conciliatory attitude and the mora! influence 
of the 114 must certainly exert a powerful 
influence on the 57, as well as upon the 
organs of the party everywhere. The affairs 
of the party have reached a crisis which puts 
the minority on the defensive, and Mr. Ran. 
DALL is adroit enough to lead them out of 


the awkward position in which he has placed 
them.

Sampic Assessments. 
Sr. Louis. March 21, 1884. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 

My little home, for which I paid to the builder 
$2,100, is assessed $2,200.. I complained over the 
assessment last year and this year and was told 
in the Assessor’s office that all property is as- 
sessed up to its full cash value, and that my as- 
sessment is therefore about right, This cannot 
be true. Not more than one week ago was the 
assessment of propertv, owned by present and 
former city officers, reported in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, and I noticed that in not a single in- 
stance did the assessed valuation exceed six 
tentiis of the market value or the price paid by 
our servants. And still worse, it was stated in 
the Post-DisPATCH about one year ago that the 
assessment was not uniform, and, among others, 
were mentioned 128 feet % inch on south side 
of Lafayette avenue,by 64 feet 10% inches deep on 
west side of Dillon sireet, which, with the sub- 
stantial built residence and the large two-siory 
brick tenement house, occupied by four families, 
stores and workshops, was assessed 83,140. ‘The 
assessment of the improvements was last year 
and is this year, $1,390, notwithstanding that they 
are worth twice as much as my own, assessed $2,- 
200. It was further stated in the PosT-VISPATCH 
that the entire block, No. 156, on the north side of 
Cnouteau avenue and the west side of Fifth 
street, sold in 1880 for $200,000, and that the as- 
sessment was oniy $34,000, being 385 ver front 
foot, and $11,000 for improvements. These out- 
rageous assessments were made bv Assessor 
Clark, who has been promoted to the Assessor- 
ship of the Seventh District. His successor must 
be mide out of the same stuff, as he returned the 
improvements from 811.000 to $10,000 in Block 156, 
raised the vaiue of the Lafayette street lot one 
dollar per front foot and found the outrageous 
$1,300 assessment of the improvement correct. Is 
there no way of getting rid of this kind of assess- 
ors aud to get an uniform assessment?

TOWARD THE SETTING SUN 


Texas Stock Interests—The Fine 


Ranges of the Southwest. 


Colorado City—Its Rapid Growth, Com- 
mercial Interests,Tributary Trade and 
Prospects, 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

COLORADO, TEXAS, March 21.—When the Texas 
and Pacific Railroad was pushing its way rapidly 
toward its southwestern terminus, towns sprang 
up like mushrooms along its track, often a mere 
collection of tents or loosely built shanties. The 
attention of those of a speculative turn was at- 
tracted to these successive points, for if was 
readily foreseen that some important city would 
be the result, aud it was a matter of considerable 
interest to many to know which one it would be, 
The railroad was completed to this point April 
12, 1881, but passenger trains were not put on 
until June. From that time the wings of the tiny 
filedgling called Colorado City, from its location 


upon the Colorado River, began to grow rapidly, 
and in less than a year it was “flying high’ while 
various points had succumbed to the inevitable, 
“folded their tents and silently siole away.“ 

You might ask the reason for this, and the best 
and most truthful answer would be 

THE SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 

Two years and a half seems but a short time in 
which to build and eguip a city, and yet, here it 
is, fully 4,000 strong, and with as fine brick busi- 
ness blocks, opera house, court house, hotel, 
banks, ete., as you will see in the Southwest. 

has a good brick school buila- 
ing, several private schools, three 
or four neat and tasty ehurcnes, 
a street railway leading out to “Phoenix Park.“ 
which has not as yetrisen from its ashes as it 
ie sure at no distant dav to do—a telephone sys- 
tem so complete that the musical “hello” is heard 
in almost every store—two weekly papers, one 
„The Colorado Clipper,“ the editor of which in- 
formed us he Was soon to begin the publication of 
adaily, and every modern convenience or im- 
provement within the reach of money and vim. 

Ten or fifteen years ago such facts 
as these would have been doubted as the 
results of so a short a time, but the 
people in the East have heard so much of West- 
ern Marvels’ “phenomenal growths,” “wonderful 
developments,” etc., that it becomes almost an 
every day story. 

It is not our intention in this brief, sketch to 
tell a fairy tale or Weave aromance but to give 
briefly the reasons as they exist that have made 
this city on the — how it exists! why it 
can improve and become yet more important and 

SOMETHING ABOUT THE STOCK COUNTRY 
surrounding it, for it is to this extended range 
for cattle and sheep that it owes its 
prosperity and even its existence. 
So much nas been written about the success of 
stock men in Texas aboutthe cattle Kings and 
the iike, that it is useless to more than reiterate 
that itis a money making business if banded 
with care,if a good range is secured with a suffic- 
jency of wWater—the grass—there is none better — 
Lhe climate never severe, and water the great de- 
sideratum. The vast number of cattle and sheep 
tributary to Colorado City tell the story that water 
is found with but little a:fficulty for this stock 
and those familiar with the 
peculiarities ofthe soil say there is no difficulty 
in securipg Water good enough for stock, al- 
though not fresh enough for family use, Col- 
orado is now working on the problem ot good 
water. At this time most of that in use 1s se- 
cured from cisterns, and when the cisterns run 
dry the supply is undeniably short. Two compa- 
nies are now endeavoring to solve it. The Arte- 
sian Water Compauy have obligated themselves 
to bore 2,000 feet unless water be secured at a less 
depth, and have been for some time engaged 
in the work, while the Seven Wells Water Com- 
pany propose to bring the water from these seven 
springs, by meaus of pipes, ‘to the city, and have 
contracted, to supply fifty hydrauts which should 
be fully equipped to-day. 

With abundance of good water, there seems to 
be no obstacle to the still greater advancement of 
Colorado City, as it embraces a scope of country 

400 MILES SQUARE, 

which is or will be filled up with ranch men and 
their herds of cattle or flocks of sheep, 
while in that section are numerous 
valleys and tracts of rich agricnitural land 
susceptible to irrigatiun and capabie of growing 
immense crops, lor when this country does yield 
“it yields big.” 

Much is written to the injury and detriment of 
Texas. lu the Eastern press, often in Republic- 
an papers, her crimes are tully canvassed and 
abundantly copied, but in times of peace and 
plenty bow little is said; how few papers copy a 
good sensible articie regarding any locality, pre- 
ferring to record the ghastly list of rapes, riots 
and murders. The wild days ot Texas are past. 
It is no more the border land. and the 
man who comes here attends to his 
own business, acts ike aman among men. and 
lets whisky alone, is never found in «a quarrel, or 
is never disturbed in his occupation or pursuits. 

The old time sign, “Cowboy Saloon“ is giving 

lace to “Wholesale Grocers ;”’ and inside. Don't 
shute atthe kromos“ is now Don't lean ou the 
glass.“ Such is the civilizing influence of rail- 
roads. Good, substantial brick biocks have re- 
placed the tent or shanty, and as flue stocks of 
goods as are carried in the cities, though not as 
extensive, are displayed here. 

At the outset, fu Colorado City was a remark- 
ably heterogeneous class of merchants, made up 
of ex-cowboys, specuiators and the like. Some 
have succeeded, and others from their lack of 
knowledge or experience as well as deficiency of 
energy. enterprise and vim, have gone to the wall, 
—bui given their places to merchants born and 


bred, 

THE SHIPMENT OF CATTLE 
from the Colorado stock pens for the year 1883 
was 988 cars or 40,006 head; sheep 92 cars, 5,102 
head; woo! 673,701 pounds, There was received 
during that time 10,410 head of cattle; 920 horses; 
1,938 sheep; 400 hogs, and merchandise 
upon which the freight charges was 
$209,471 74, representing over $2,000,000 in mer- 
chantable goods. The tieket Sales tor the same 
tume was $47,131 92. This station is the last place 
of any importance in your journey westward until 
vou getto El Paso. Just think of it: 363 miles 
with seareely the semblance of a town. 

But all along these piains, in the valleys of the

but if you possess enough of the 
needful to get a good start, if you understand 
the business, or go in with one who does, I 
you work, and are reasonably careful there is 
just as good a chance to-day as was ever offered, 
while the ssipitities in agriculture, market 
farming, dairy, ete., are scarcely known, as they 
have not yet been tried. 

As for business men—well, this city seems very 
weil stocked with them, perhaps, in these dull 
times, just before the “round-up” or the annual 
sorting of cattle and shipping or the sale of the 
wool clip. Too many; but there are some men 
who could succeed anywhere, and there are open - 
ings iu Colorado City for just such men. 

Now, a few words for the situation of the city. 
It is not upon the bleak prairie, but is almost 
half encircled by the Colorado River, which has 
upon the opposite side rugged banks leading up 
to a delightful platetau—which must be very 
— in the summer. The river is spanned by 
landsome iron bridges, the streets are laid out 
with the reguiarity of a chess-,oard—wide, weil 
kept, with very fair sidewalks. In the residence 
portion of tne eity are many very pretty 
sites for dwellings, and when the town ages and 
loses that look of newness it will be considered a 
very pretty place, 

The city has prospects of other roads. What 
one has not? One railway only seems to beget an 
insatiable longjng for auother, and wheu the two 
pool of course we must have another; still this 
seems to be such an important point iu trafiic, 
new roads crossing the Texas and Pacific cannot 
afford to miss it, and the great stock ranges of 
the Pan-Handle and the Concho country must 
souner or later be invaded by railroads. 

AS ihe county seat of Mitchell County, 
as a commanding point for trade, as 
the chief city of the region, as a prospective rail- 
way center and as a social and go-aliead place, 
Colorado has certainly as much prospect of im- 
provement in the future as in the past, but while 
their present greatness has been thrust upon 
them, Jn a measure, by circumstances, their 
future must be achievea, and that by energy, 
activity, and above all, unanimity of action. 

The city is on the Rio Grande Division of the 
Texas and Pacific Railway, 973 miles from St.

Lucas on Trial. 

The case of Jerry Collins against Henry V. Lu 
cas was tried in Judge Barclay’s court this morn- 
ing.

INVENTIVE GENIUS. 


Inventors’ National Convention at Cia. 
cinnati—Resolutions Passed. 

CINCINNATI, OHIO, March 26.—At the Invent- 
ors’ Convention to-day the following committtee 
was appointed on permanent national organiza 
tion: Jacob Reese, Pennsyivania; I. C. Hubber, 
Kentucky; C. B. Hitchcock, Indiana; M. Gar- 
land, Michigan; J. TI. Dungan, IAIinois; 
E. V. Caldwell, Alabama; J. J. Geghan, 
Ohio; C. F. Hyde, Kansas; N. N. 
Herlon, Missour! ; Leonard Hinkle, 
New York. The report of the Committee on Res- 
olutions adopted declares that, as much of the 
progress of the country is the result of Inventive 
genius, any material caange in the patent laws 
would be inadvisable.

The patrol scheme is the latest thing out in 
lottery styles, and as it is one of the curiosities 
of crime, it- is deserving of adescription. The 
unequivocal position taken by Maj. Harrigan 
toward lotteries, when he told the detectives to 
go outand fetch him the doors and counters of 
the offices which failed to close after notice was 
served on them, convinced the gen- 
tlemen who trade on human weakness

It involved none of those extraordinary rent 
bills, which are incident to the occupa- 
tion of premises for illegal purposes. 
It enabiea the management to increase or reduce 
the number of its branch offices, or to haul them 
all across the river out of uanger wheneyer there 
were signs of a cyclone forming at the Four 
Courts. it avoided the necessity for paying large 
bills for printing tickets, for tickets were not one 
of its features. Ifa policeman happened to lo- 
cate and identify oue of the “branch offices” he 
would have to take his chances on overtaking and 
capturing it, and baving captured 
it he would have to take his chances on 
making a case in court, which chances would be 
very slimindeed. The system on which the pa- 
trelmen operate is one requiring a large degree 
of confidence on the part of patrons. In cauvass- 
ing their beats they carry no paraphernaiia ex- 
cept a little blank book, a page of whichis occu- 
ied with the printed names of fourteen or fifteen 
— which run races twice a day in 
the back room of the main office in East Sr. Louis. 
Euch horse has its number, and, approaching a 
man or woman who is Known to have a weakness 
for playing with fortune, the patrolman iuvites 
him) or her to wacer something on the day’s races. 
He insists that the races are genuine, but allows 
the patrons to call them a lottery if they so desire. 


He is making up a book of combinations, 
aud wil sell chances + on auy three 
horses for stated amounts. The 


Wager Must be put into his hands immediately, 
and lie enters the patron’s choice of horses on 
one of the pages oi bis book, but gives neither 
receipt nor ticket for the money. He simply 
acrees to call next day and tell the better whether 
his combination won or not, aud the latter has to 
take the chances on his doing it. The bets 
thus obtained are premptiy reported to tue 
office in East St. Louis and commissions are paid. 
lt is a strictly.cash busiuess al! around. When a 
combination wins, the man who put bis Wager on 
it is notified verbaliy, and he can either go over 
and collect his winnings or have them delivered 
by hand. This is altogether too much a game of 
chance to suit the majority of lottery players, and 
henee the business is not 

NEARLY SO EXTENSIVE 

as under the old plaus, where a man 
did not have to place quite 80 much 
blind trust in folks he did not Knuw. Still, what 
business there is is very safe, aud that is some 
comfort, The police department is cognizant of 
the operaiions of the patroimen, but there isa 
question as to how they can be reacbed. Under 
tueir methods itis very difficult indeed to pro- 
cure such evidence as would make a case of vio- 
lation of the lottery law, and the only plan left 
seems to be to run the patrolmen iu under the 
Vagrancy ordinance.

MERCANTILE LIBRARY BUILDING 


The Plan Adopted to Raise the Funds 
. for Its Erection. 

It bas been definitely decided by the Board of 
Directors of the Mercantile Library that this im- 
portant institution must have a fire-proof build- 
iag. The project has been talked about for some 
time past without any practical conclusion hav- 
ing been reached, but the question has become 


one almost of life and death with the library and 
the directors are determined to make a strong 
effort m its behalf; as one of ji 
friends said, the library must 

go up or go down. The collection of books is en- 
tirelv too valuable to be left to the mercy of a 
chance fire, and, more than this, the money prob- 
lem is a powerful consideration iu favor of the 
building project. The revenue of the library is 
not nearly sufficient to supply its many needs,and 
further postpovement of the matter Would make 
the condition of things worse. This conciu- 
sion having been reached, several 
meetings of the directors and of 
pease deeply interested in the institution 
ia ve been held to hit upon some plan which 
would aecomplish the desired object. One sug- 
ges by Mr. James E. Yeatman commended it- 
self as the most practical and feasible aud as 
likely to receive the widest support from the 
public. The pian contemplates. Instead of offer- 
ing life memberships as at present, issuing certifi- 
cates of stock at $100 each entitling the holder to 
the privileges of the library. These certificates 
or shares will be equivalent to membership, but 
will have the further advantage of being 
transferable, and thus may be held or sold as 
other ny ae It is believed that the certificate 
plan will be fur preferable to that of attempting 
io raise the desired amount by subscription and 
olf merely selling life memberships. Iu this way 
gentiemen who desire the privileges of the library 
for themselves or for members of their families 
may purchase any number of shares, and trans- 
ter them whenever it is desirable to do so. The 
plan has been tried with eminent success with 


Other institutions of a similar character and 


in other cities. The few ntlemen who have 
been approached on the subject by members of 
the board have heartily indorsed the project and 
have responded liberaliy, aud it is thought that 
tnere will be no difficulty in raising a sufficient 
amount of money in a short time to warrant the 
board in proceeding with the erection of the 
building. Tue building, which it is proposed to 
erect, will be a magnificent fire-proof structure, 
with ample room for the needs of the library 
and with stores and offices on 
the other floors, which will furnish a 
large revenue to the institution. If $250,000 is 
guaranteed by the share plan the building will be 
constructed, because the directors will feel justi- 
neu in borrowiug the $100,000 or §150,000 needed 
to compiete it, as fully 350.000 Is expected to be 
realized from renis; iu fact, one business estab- 
lishment has offered to take a lease of part of the 
ue structure fur ten vears ata price which will 
assure that amount. With this revenue the ex- 
penses of the library can be paid and the debt 
liquidated in the course of a few years. The 
building will be put up on the site of the present 
building in all probability, as it is not thought ad- 
visable to move further west.
